That is one place for 


every six hundred persons, man, wo- 
man and child, of the population. I 
doubt if soup-bones can be had at so 
many. Drinking and boot-blacking 
are expenses whose cost to the human 
race has not felt the influence of dis- 
tant war times to a perceptible de- 
gree. Straight drinks are still 15 
cents, or two for a quarter when the 
demand is for gin, whisky, rum, cock- 
tails or toddies.

have. In our history as a nation 
wo have tried every kind of bank 
mown to the human race. 
We have 


lad a Bank of the United States —

State charters, and we have had the 
•resent system of national banks. 
3f all the sorts and conditions of 
anks we have tried, which has giv 
n the best satisfaction? Undoubt- 
sdly the present system. But if it 
were otherwise it would still be noc- 
•s-sary to continue tho system until a 
new one could be devised to take its 
jlace 
The forced liquidation of 


2,100 banks, with $500,000,000 of 
capital and double that amount of 
tutstanding loans employed in con- 
ducting the exchanges of the comi- 
ry and keeping tho wheels of mdus 
ry busy, would put a stricture on 
rade which would be felt disastrous 
y m every haunt of traffic, from tho

Tho first plat- 
oon would be 376 in number —about 
one-sixth of the whole, with perhaps 
$150,000,000 of loans to be called in.

first resort of dissatisfied suitors 
The Supreme Court lays down some 
strict rules, in accordance with which 
such suits must be brought or they 
will not be entertained 
The plain- 


tiff must be bona fide a non resident 
of the State in which the corporation 
is chartered, and the owner of stock 
at the tiino of the allt $od illegal ac- 
tion of corporation managers, or the 
legal representative of such owner, 
and it must appear that he has made 
an earnest effort for redress at tho 
hands of tho directors and stockhold- 
ers 
As a basis for his action the 


plaintiff must show prima facie that 
the directorb or managers aro pursu 
ing or about to undertake a course 
of action beyond their legal powers 
or fraudulent in itself and injurious 
to the interests of tho corporation or 
of certain stockholders, or that the 
directors, 01 a majority of them, or 
even a majority of stockholders, have 
formed a ring to control affairs for 
their own profit or benefit and to the 
injury of other stockholders. Suits 
brought hereafter in United States 
courts must strictly conform to those

of stalwart aims, a ladder was placed j 
directly under the feet of one man 
He was a young man and nearer the 
flames than the other, but, with a dis- j 
play of bravery that called forth the 
cheers of hundreds who saw the act, 
he stretched out his hands to the old- 
er man and helped him to descend 
first. As the old man reached the 
sidewalk his appearance was greeted 
with cheers 
His name is A. M 


Stewart, editor of the Scottish Amt'i - 
ican Join ital. Then the ladder was 
shifted and the hero of the fire de 
scended 
His name is Edward 


Moore, a compositor in the office of 
the Scotfich American Journal 


The fire burned through into the 


Times building, but did not damage 
the editorial rooms. 
The composing 


room was flooded with water, and 
two large holes were made in the 
walls by the firemen Some of the 
offices south of the editorial rooms 
on the floors above and below, were 
damaged by smoke aud water. 


The walls of tho post office were

Dr. E. W. Moore Thrown from Hlfl Buggy 


Against a Tree and Injured. 


This foreneon at about 9 o'clock what 


might have proved a fatal accident oc- 
curred on East Eldorado street, near 
Stepp's Chapel. Dr. E. W. Moore, who 
was seated in his covered buggy, and 
driving his rather spirited 10-year-old 
mare, was going to visit a patient in the 
fifth ward. The buggy seemed to be in 
good shape, but the street wag frozen and 
rough, and when in front of the chapel 
the forward axle of the buggy broke, and 
the jar which followed so frightened the 
mare that she plunged forward •with a 
jump and ran at full speed against a tree 
in front of Mr. James W. Haworth's resi- 
dence, about a block distant from the 
chapel. When the buggy struck the tree, 
Dr. Moore, whose state of mind at that 


' moment can better be imagined than de- 
scribed, was thrown out of his seat against 
the tree with great force. The collision 
caused the harness to break and the mare 
ran about 100 yards from the tree and 
stopped. Fortunately the highly esteemed 
physician was not very seriously hurt. 
He received two deep bruises, one on his 
upper lip aud one on his cliin. He struck 
the tree with his right shoulder and breast, 
but no bones were broken though the 
jar was quite severe. 
The doctor's 


hickory cane 
which 
he 
had 
with 


him 
was 
broken, 
and 
his 
right 


glove was torn. After the 
excitement 


which the incident occasioned had subsi- 
ded, Dr. Moore was assisted into an ex- 
press wagon and brought to hitf office, 
where he soon partially recovered from 
the shock and] began attending toj his 
office duties. A reporter called upon him 
at 11 o'clock and found him in good 
spirits, nud exceedingly thankful that he 
escaped as well as he did. 


The doctor's position as the mare went 


dashing along the rough street, was in- 
deed a critical one, and it seems a miracle 
that he got out of that broken buggy 
alive. Several years ago Dr. Moore, it 
will be remembered, was thrown out of 
his buggy. He then received an injury 
to one of his hips which has made him a 
cripple for life, though with the aid of.a 
stout cane he experiences little difficulty 
iu walking.
